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(2)|  If  the  accounts  so  made  up  show  that  the  balance  in 
the  Fund  at  the  end  of  such  year  falls  short  of  [Seventy-five]1 2 
lakhs  of  rupees,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  from  the  revenues 
of  the  State  :
